ee HTS) HE Pſalm out of which I have ſelected theſe 
Irie Words, is a ſolemn Thankſgiving of King 
= David, for his own peaceable Eſtabliſhment 
in the Royal Throne, and the Settlement "a 


the Ark of God in the Tibernack which he had p 


pared for it's Reception in his capital City. And = 
the Royal Prophet exerts himſelf in both Parts of his 
Character and Office, He calls upon all them that fear 
the Lord, the Priefts as well as the People, to join with 
him in giving Thanks unto the Lord ; acknowledging 
God's Mercy in preſerving him from his nei who 
ſought his Life, and his gracious Goodneſs in placing 

him in the Throne; whereby the Stone <phich Fr Bui 25 
ers refuſed, was become the Tas Stone in the Corner b. 
This was both an hiſtorical Truth manifeſted in his 
own Inauguration, and at the ſame time a propheti- 
cal Revelation or Prediction of the Kingdom of the 
Meſſiah (of whom David was an illuſtrious Type); for

to him this Paſſage is expreſly applied by Chritt - him- 
ſelf, as well as by St. Peter b. And accordingly, the Day 
mentioned in my Text, has frequently (and very pro- 
perly) been applied to the reſpective Days of our Lord's 
Nativity, and Reſurrection. 


But, as the myſtical or We Senſe of the 
Words would be a Subject more ſuitable to another 
Day, ſo the joyous Occaſion of our preſent Aſſembling 


more properly directs me to the hiſtorical or literal 


Senſe: As it immediately concerned King David, and 


by his Example all who ſucceed him in the like Circum- 


ſtances of Danger and Deliverance. 


For here in my Text we have the Inſtitution of a 
ſolemn Feſtival by the Royal Authority. A Circum- 
ſtance of which I ſhould not have taken Notice, if 
there had not been ſome of ſo weak Judgments (or ra- 
ther ſo ſtrong Prejudices) as to contend, that no par- 


ticular Days ought to be diſtinguiſhed as Holy Days, 
but thoſe only, which have the expreſs Sanction of Au- 


thority Divine. 


Their Objection deſerves no other Anſwer but that 
of their own Practice. It is not in Truth the Infti- 


tution of a Feaſt or Faſt, that offends their tender 
Conſciences, but the Occaſion of it. For it is well 


known how demurely ſuch People (to the Scandal of 


the Name of Proteſtants) would ſanctify a Faſt, and 


St. Matthew xxi.

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mock the Almighty with Prayers for a Bleſſing on their 

unhallowed Arms, and call a folemn Aſſembly to 
their formal Thankſgivings, whenever Providence for 
our Sins had permitted them to triumph over thoſe 
who ſtood up in Defence of the Cauſe of God and the 
King. Had thoſe Saints any Divine Authority for 
their perverting even the Feſtival of our bleſſed Lord's 
Nativity into a ſolemn Faſt :? As if they had been 
aſhamed of the very Name, as well as profeſſed 
Enemies to the Cauſe, of Chriſt ? Or for their blaſ- 
phemous Hoſannahs to their Baſhaws, the Sons of Be- 
lial? Whoſe ſucceſsful Atchievements againſt the Royal 
CHARLES, their mercenary Lecturers > and Time ſerving 
Preachers did not bluſh to pronounce in plain Terms, 
to be © the greateſt Demonſtration of Grace, that ever 
© Heaven made to any of the Sons or Daughters of 
te Men, next to the Redemption of loſt Man through 
ce Chriſt!” To ſuch a Pitch of horrid Impiety had the 
Prophets of thoſe rebellious Times' raiſed themſelves. 
But our Amazement ceaſes, when we conſider, what 
ſort of a Spirit it is, which Ry * ſuch Pro- 
phets in ſuch Times. 


Vet, what elſe can it be but a deep Tincture of the 


ſame Spirit, which moves ſome among us, lily to 


infinuate, .and others more avowedly to ſuggeſt, 
Reaſons (ſuch as they are) n continuing the Ob-

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ſervation of this joyful Anniverſary, as well as of that 
mournful Solemnity, which is it's immediate Fore- 
runner ? 


What indeed | but the old Leaven of Republican and 


Fanatical Principles ſtill fermenting, which makes them 
feaſt and rejoice, when Chriſtian Engliſhmen with Faſt- 
ing and Humiliation implore the Mercy of God for 
thoſe Sins, by which his Divine Majeſty was provoked 
to permit ſuch cruel and unreaſonable Men to uſurp 
the Dominion over us upon the Ruins of our Church, 
our King, and our whole Conftitution ? What, but the 


fame Principles never yet repented of, can make them } 


ſullen and averſe from joining with us on this Day, in a 
devout and hearty Thankſgiving to Almighty God, 
for having put an happy End to that great Rebelli- 
on, by the Reſtoration of our true, ancient, and fun- 
damental Conſtitution both in Church and State ? 


Our wiſe and pious Forefathers thought it their Duty 


to remember other Deliverances by an anniverſary 
Thankſgiving, againft which theſe Men make not the 
leaſt Objection. And ſurely there muſt be as good 


Reaſon to celebrate a Deliverance from an open Rebel- 
lion of twenty Years Continuance, which actually did 


overturn our whole Conſtitution, as from a ſecret 
Conſpiracy (how wicked ſoever) which was diſcovered 
and prevented from taking Effect. However, ſince this 
is the Day which the Lord has made, we will rejoice and

| Firſt then, the Reaſon here given in the Text, 


for our Rejoicing and being glad herein, is, Becauſe this 
is the Day which the Lord has made, Upon which 
we muſt previouſly obſerve, that, though. the Lord 
made all Days, as we read in the Moſaick Hiſto- 
ry of the Creation ; yet, even then, he diſtinguiſhed 


the ſeventh Day from all the reſt of the Week, bleſ- 


Ing and ſanctiſying it, as a Sabbath, or Day af Reſt, 
ſet apart and appropriated *, to his Divine a And 
afterwards he was pleaſed alſo to make the like Diſ- 
tinction of certain other Days. and Seaſons; as the 
Paſſover, Pentecoſt, the Feaſt of act. and 
ſuch like, to be religiouſly obſerved, . as. folemn anni- 
verſary Feſtivals in eee e of his particular

This i is well noted by the wiſe Son of Sirach, Who 
puts the Queſtion ; by doth one Day excel another, when 
as all the Light of every Day in the Year is of the Sun *? 
To which he anſwers. himſelf thus: By the Know- 


ledge of the. Lord they were diftinguiſhed, and he altered

Seaſons and Feaſts : Som? of them hath he made high 
Days and hallowed them, and ſome of them hath he made 


ordi nary Days. 


We need not therefore to ſeek further, to diſcover 
what is meant here by the Day which the Lord has made. 
It plainly means a Day more than ordinarily memora- 
ble and illuſtrious by God's extraordinary Mercies then 
conferred on King David, and his People; and there- 
fore, by his Royal Authority, diſtinguiſhed with a parti- 
cular Solemnity of Thankſgiving to God, accompanied 
with all becoming Demonſtrations of Joy and Glad- 

neſs, In like Manner, and after his Example, is bis 
Day appointed by the higheſt Authority both in Church 
and State (and that too derived to them from God) to 
be for ever kept holy, in Commemoration of the 
like Mercies to our then Sovereign, and all the good 
People of theſe Nations ; who, with united Hearts and 
Voice, will ever have Reaſon to ſing, This 7s the 2 
which the Lord has made, &c. ; | 


If we look back upon thoſe of rainy Times be- 
fore this joyous Day aroſe, all the Nation was in a State 
of Darkneſs : The Sun, as it were, in a total Eclipſe, 
whilſt our King, the Light of our Tjrael, was prevented 
from diſplaying his Rays in our Hemiſphere, We. 
had a long and a tedious Night of Sorrow and Oppreſſi- 
on, Diſorder and Confuſion, Ignorance and Error, both 
in Judgment and Practice ; a Night of grievous Suffer- May 


ings drawn noon ourſelves, by our many and great Sins: 
We

We were many Days (yea, many Years,) ' without a 
King, and without a Prince, and without a Sacrifice *, 
and without the public and lawful Worſhip of God ; 
according to that dreadful Commination of the Prophet 
Hoſea to the Tribes of ſrael. Nothing, in ſhort, law- 
ful and regular then among us. *Tis a melancholy 
Reflection on ſo happy a Day as this. But it ought to 
heighten our Joy and Gladneſs, to conſider well, from 


what a diſmal State of Miſery and Confuſion we were 


then delivered, 


Under a mere Pretence of Zeal for Religion, ; Liber= 
ty and Property, rebellious Arms were taken up a- 
gainſt our natural and undoubted rightful Sovereign; 
wherewith he was not only diveſted of the Exerciſe 


of his juſt Authority, but his Royal and Sacred Per- 
ſon alſo purſued even to the Priſon, to the Scaffold, 


to the Block ! His next Heir, (whoſe “Right and 
« Title to his Crowns and Kingdoms was every 


way compleated by the Death of his moſt Royal 
Father, without the Ceremony or Solemnity of a Pro- 


te clamation””) was not only defeated of his then immedi- 


ate Right of Succeſſion, but driven into Exile, renounced, 


attainted, . and a Price {et vp his Head! 


By the ſame wicked ad deteſtable Means, , the wily re- 
formed Church of England (the only firm Bulwark un-

der God: againſt, Popery) was ſuppreſſed ; her pure and 
apoſtolical Doctrine, Diſcipline, Worthip, and Govern- 
ment aboliſhed, abrogated, and overthrown ; and a 
Medley of various Sects of Enthu/iafls, Hereticks and 
Schiſmaticks, like another Babel, endeavouring to build 
up for (hemnlalves an Eſtabliſhment on her Ruins 


And could it then be ee expected, that the 


Poole could be ſecure of their Liberty, Property or 


Lives, when they were thus deprived of the very Life of 
the Law, together with the true Religion, which is 
the only Cement and Security of all the reſt? No! 
1t is enough for the Diſciple, that he be as his Maſter *, 
and the Servant as his Lord, The beſt Subjects were 
as miſerable, as the Avarice, Ambition and Malice 
of the worſt could poſſibly conſpire to make them; 


ſame of them tranſported as Slaves abroad, and the Reſt 
haraſſed and treated as Slaves at home. We had an 


Agyptian Bondage and Babyloni/h Captivity, both at 
once in our own, Country. Me bad Agyptian Taſk- 
.maſters to demand our full tale of Bricks, though our ſup- 
ply of Straw was denied usb? We had Babyloniſb Inqui- 
ſitors, to © ſef up dels of their own Invention for us to

under heavy Contributions, the then anna Ex- 
ciſe, and other Tax-Books have recorded with the black- 
eſt Ink ! And that our very Souls could hardly be called 
our own, is evident, by the many ſevere Orders and Or- 
dinances made againſt our Worſhipping the Lord in the 
Beauty of Holineſs ; as well as by the large Catalogue , 
of Orthodox Divines reduced to Rags and Poverty, 
merely on that Score] For, in ſuch Times, to be Or- 
thodox and Loyal, is enough to incur the Cenſure of 
Diſaffection to the State, and to expoſe a Man to be 
treated, like Elijab the Prophet, as ab Troubler of 1/- 
rael, by ſuch as the wicked Ahab; tho' himſelf and his 
Father's Houſe were indeed the great and only Troublers 
of that Kingdom, as the Prophet told him to his Face. 
But, 2, If we open the Scene, and take a full View of 


this Day itſelf, it will ſurprize us with a Proſpect, of 


which it is hard to form a juſt Idea ; harder ll to find 
Proper Words to deſcribe it. 


Our King, long buried, as it were, in a forlorn State 
of Exile abroad, returned again to his native Country 
Our King, driven and kept out many Vears by rebelli- 


ous Arms, call'd home again to his Throne in Peace, 


by, and amidſt the loudeſt Acclamations of, his repent- 
ing Subjects Our King, long liable to all the Dangers 
of Aſſaſſination, Proſeription and Attainder, inveſted with 
the Sword as well as the Scepter; with the Power to

puniſh, as well as the Pleaſure to forgive his Enemies. 
Surprizing Turn! But what cannot Almighty Power 
bring about? What has not Divine Providence already 
done? This is the Day which the Lord has made, a Day 
made Illuſtrious indeed, both by the Birth and Return 
of our Royal CHARLES. By his Birth (I fay) which 
was highly honour'd and diſtinguiſhed, by the Ap- 
pearance of a remarkable Star, prognoſticating ſome- 
what very extraordinary in his future Life; as if it had 
been a ſpecial Light from Heaven, to Jenote, that the 
Time would come, when the wiſe Men of theſe Nati- 
tions would be glad to addreſs themſelves to him as the 
bleſſed Inſtrument of God's Deſignation to deliver them 
from a _ and intolerable — 2 


Nor ought we ever to pet "OY ve ce and 
ſignally Divine Providence interpoſed in the Protection of 
his Royal Perſon, in the Midſt of all the Dangers he 
eſcaped: not only by covering his Head in the Day of 
Battle; but, after a cruel Butchery of his faithful Fol- 
lowers, ſecuring him from the eager Purſuit of his 
Blood-thirſty Enemies, by as unlikely Means, as the 
Spies o who were ſent out to view the Land of Canaan, 
were preſerved at Feri cho ; and that too by a worthy In- 
ſtrument of the Female Sex: _ conveying him (as the 
Poets feigned of their ancient Heroes e, wrapt in a Cloud) 
untouched at leaſt, tho” not unſeen, g thro' Crowds of his

inveterate Enemies, when his precious Life was expoſed 
to Sale; and, after innumerable Dangers both by Land 
and Sea (never to be parallelled in former Hiſtories) ſet- 


ting him ſafe at 1 upon a foreign Shore. 


Let none thereſvte ever def pair of a good Cauſe, or 
diſtruſt Divine Providence for the Support thereof. For, 
God, in his due Time, will always find Means and In- 
ſtruments to ſerve his Purpoſes (how unlikely ſoever they 
may ſeem to us) as he manifeſted in the Deliverance of 
his Church from the - Babylonz/h Captivity by Cyrus ; 
who, altho' a Stranger to the true God, was appointed 
by him to be the Shepherd or Deliverer of the Jews *. 
Now, conſidering this princely Pilgrim reduced to ſuch Diſ- 
treſſes; wandering from Place to Place, without Guards, 
without an Houſe wherein to lay his Head, without neceſ- 
fary Food or Raiment, and, in the low Condition and Diſ- 
guiſe of a Servant, hunted like a Partridge in the Moun- 
trains vb; Who, according to all human Appearance, 
would. have looked upon him but as utterly loſt, and 
been more apt to dread the moſt dire Event, than to hope 
for, or think of, a Reſtoration ? But God's Ways are higher 
than our Ways ©; and his Thoughts than our Thoughts : 
- Unſearchable are his Fudgments; and his ways paſt our 
Jinaing out *, Divine Providence, in which he truſted, 
* was our great Prince's Guard, while the Heavens were 
his nn. And this his miraculous ä was to

him, and all his faithful ** a firm Ground of Con- 
fidence, that the ſame Providence would never leave, 

nor forſake him, till that glorious Work ſhould be ac- 
compliſhed, which we this Day commemorate. Nei- 
ther yet did the King himſelf look upon his Reſtoration 
as effected, till, like David, he had ſet up the Ark of the 
Lord» in it's proper Place, and made Proviſion for all 
his People to ſhare in the common Bleſſing. Then did 
both the Crown and Mitre again ſhine with their-wonted 
Luſtre and Glory. Then was Religion ſettled, Liberty 
ſecured, Property maintained, and the Laws, by which 
we hold them all, duly executed and eſtabliſhed. And, 

in a Word, we then recovered the Freedom, to ft every 
Man (ſafe and fearleſs) under his > own Vine, and bis ouun 
Fig-tree ; and to lead a © quiet and peaceable L in "ll 
| GP and Honeſty. And yet, 


. All this, however great and glorious in itſelf, 
was mode ſtill the more providentially Illuſtrious, by the 
critical Time when, as well as by the wonderful Manner 
and Means, by which it was brought about. Various 
were the Endeavours, which had, from Time to Time, 
been uſed, by Treaties, by Armies, or otherwiſe, to ſet 
theſe Nations free from that Tyranny which had uſurped 
Dominion over us. But nothing concerted, either a- 
mong ourſelves, or with others, who wiſhed-well. to our 
Righteous Cauſe, availed us any Thing. All our

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Schemes, tho' ever ſo probable, ever ſo hopeful, 1 
came abortive, and vaniſhed into nothing; while the 
moſt raſh and irrational Projects and Attempts of the 


Rebels and Uſurpers were often attended with ſurprizing 
Succeſs ! 


But God's Time for our Deliverance was not yet 
come. And therefore, as it uſually comes to paſs, 
when the Rod of his Judgments hangs over a ſinful Na- 
tion, a People laden with Iniquity, either the worſt 
Counſels were followed, or the Beſt, when brought to- 
wards Maturity, miſcarried in the Birth. Yet, when we 
were languiſhing in the moſt helpleſs and hopeleſs Condi- 
tion, and our Enemies exulting in the Height of their ill- 
gotten Power ; when there was abundance of Men, Mo- 
ney andall Means in Readineſs on the one Hand, and no- 
thing of all theſe on the other ; when the Loyaliſts were 
poor and diſpirited, haraſſed and oppreſſed, but the 
Rebels ſtrong and mighty, with a well-diſcplined Army 
to ſupport them : Then did it pleaſe our gracious God, 
in the very Criſis of our Neceſſity, to raiſe us up a Tile. 
rer, of truly glorious Memory; infatuating the Counſels, 
and ſcattering the Forces, of the Uſurpers, and thereby 
making the Way open for the King to recover the 
Throne .of his Anceſtors, without a Drop of. Blood 
ſhed, or an Hand lifted up to reſiſt or oppoſe him, 
tho' Numbers, who were in the greateſt Power, were 
concerned, for their own Preſervation, to have kept him 
out. Surely, this was the Lord Doing; and muſt

convince or confute all his Enemies, whoſe pretended 


Title to the Uſurpation of his Throne was only yr, 
which * wilfully miſcalled, Providence! 


Having now ſhewn you, how, this is the Day which 
the Lord has made, and what ſpecial Reaſon we have to 
rejoice and b glad in it, 1 proceed to diſcover, 


2dly. How we ought to expreſs our Joy and Glad- 
neſs therein. I need not Trouble this Audience with in- 


ſiſting upon the Diſtinction between two Words, which 


in Senſe are much the ſame; only, that Gladneſs ſuppoſes an 
inuard Joy or Dilatation of the Heart; but Rejoicing 
implies the giving Vent thereto by ſome outward Action 
or Expreſſion. Neither ſhall I enlarge upon the critical 
Reading of this Text, which ſome render as an Exhorta- 
tion, Let us rejoice and be glad in it; ſince the ſame Duty 
is ſuppoſed according toour Verſion: Which isa becoming 
Reſolution, grounded upon the foregoing Acknowledg- 
ment: As if we ſhould ſay, becauſe his is the Day which 
the Lord hath made ſo illuſtrious, therefore we will rejoice 
and be glad in it, as we ought to do for this fo — a 
Deliverance. And, 


1. If we are duly ſenſible of the Greatneſs of our 


Deliverance, and that it was the Lord's doing, the Joy 


and Gladneſs of our Hearts will not be confined within, 
but will break forth into Lauds and Praiſes of the Di- 
vine Author and ſole Diſpoſer of it. And this too, not 
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in a few ſudden Ejaculations, or in our private Devo- 


tions in the Cloſet only, but publickly alſo, like that 
of holy David, in the great Congregation: . When 
we ſeriouſly reflect upon the Bleſſings which are the Sub- 
ject of this Day's joyful Aſſembly, and conſider God's 
ſuperabundant. Mercies therein ſhower'd down upon us, 
It ſhould inlarge our Thankfulneſs ; making our Hearts 


'and Mouths ſo many Altars of Incenſe to breath forth 


his Praiſes. And this the rather too, becauſe, the Re- 


ceipt of Bleflings is not more comfortable to ourſelyes, 


than the Return of our Thanks and Praiſe is acceptable 


to our Maker, Beſides, it is the moſt prevailing Means 


of procuring either a Continuance of the ſame, or a freſh 
Grant of the like Bleſſings to us in the like Extre- 


mity. 


2. There is yet another Duty neceſſary to the ren- 
ww our Thankſgivings acceptable, and our Rejoicing 
ſuch as becomes good Chriſtians, And that is the Re- 


formation of our Lives and Manners, and future Obedi- 


ence. to God's Laws. 


Tho! this is an indiſpenſible Duty at all Times, and 
in all Circumſtances, yet ſuch extraordinary Mercies as 
we now commemorate, do redouble the Obligation up- 


on . 


Eſal. xxii. 25. 
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Such was the Reaſoning which Moſes made uſe of, 
to prevail with the Children of Jrael to be obedient. 
The Lord brought thee with his mighty Power out of 
Agypt *, &c.—T hou ſhalt keep therefore his Statutes, and 
his Commandments. And again, The Lord thy God—fed 


; 
thee with Manna, &c.— Therefore thou ſhalt keep the - 
Commandments of the Lord thy God to walk in his Ways, ( 
and to fear him. Such was the Reaſoning of Zacharias 2 
the Prieſt, in his Divine Benedictus; that the Uſe we are to f 
make of our being ſaved from our Enemies, and from the ; 

Hand of all that hate us, is, that we mn; ght ſerve the | 

Author of our Deliverance in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs 

all the Days of our Life. And St. Paul himſelf argues £ 
| alſo for this Duty, from the Proſpect of an ap- 1 
| proaching Deliverance. The Night is far ſpent, (lays 1 
he) the Day is at Hand: Let use therefore caſt off the 4 
Works of Darkneſs; and let us put on the Armour of 2 
Light, As if he had ſaid, at this very Time, and for fi 
this very Reaſon, we ought to lead better Lives than we ch 
did before, and inure ourſelves to the Practice of every th 
Chriſtian Duty. While we offer our Thankſgiving for * ; 
this, and all other his great Mercies, we ought carefully fo 

to obſerve that wholeſom Advice of the Plalmiſt, to Fi 
pay our Vows to the moſt High a; and thoſe in particular TI
